Chicago, July 17.— In an attack

the stock yards, two white men, 
one policemen and the four strike* 
breakers were severely injured. 
Revolvers and knives were used 
and three of the injured men are in 
a serious condition.

It is estimated that 
there are 10,000 cattle, 30,000 hogs 
and 10,000 sheep in pens of the 
Union Stock Yards & Transit Com- 
pany at present. The cost per day 
for yarding and feeding cattle 
alone is $1 a head, and for sheep 
and hogs 50 cents a head. Should 
there be a sympathetic strike to 
morrow ot the allied craft it would 
prevent the company from distribut- 
ing this live stock on hand and 
would cause a loss of at least $40,-

Japs Say I hey have Landed 
30,000 More Live Soldiers 
Near Port Arthur. 

The report that the Japanese lost 
30,000 men at Port Arthur on July 
10 and 11 is officially denied by the 
imperial headquarters staff at 
Tokio. It is stated that not a shot 
was fired on either date. A report 
from Ta Tche Kiao nays the Run* 
sian Port Arthur fleet bombarded 
Hai Chpu, but this is not credited 
at St. Petersburg. There is a 
rumor at Che Foo that Admiral 
Togo is dead. An official report 
from Viceroy Alexieff places the 
Japanese losses in the land hgnting 
at Port Arthur on July 3 and 4 at 
2,000. The Russians lost 37 men, 
and more than 250 were wounded. 
The Japanese are said to have 
landed above 30.000 men at Pigeon 
Bay nince July 11.

The Monotony of Science Has Crazing 
Effect Upon the Hu- 
man Brain. 

[t is not generally understood 
that the silence of the desert has i 
maddening effect upon the human 
brain," said a traveler, whose ex- 
periences are not often paralleled. 

Monotony ia more severe than 
anything else deriving its entire 
pain from menial effect.

He suffers excruciating 
mental anguish. He needs to be 
relieved by being brought back to 
his accustomed surroundings.

The mad man is not likely to at- 
tack a stranger. If there is no 
friend in the party his madness is 
likely to assert itself in running 
rather than in fighting.

form to the Interests both of the state 
and the emigrants, and that the au- 
thorities must make It Impossible for 
secret agents and unlicensed transpor- 
tation lines to operate. The authori- 
ties must search out and severely pun- 
ish such persons and lines, and must 
Igilantly control the operations of 
the licensed lines, and the latter must 
In no case be permitted to encourage 
emigration. 

It may be that such efforts as these 
will solve what has proven to bs a dif- 
ficult problem for this country, and will 
scop the flood ot Immigration that Is 
now oomlng to our shores.

dent of tbe Transaal republic, died 
i at 3 o'clock this morning from 
pneumonia and supervening heart 
weakness. Mr. Kruger lost con- 
sciousness Monday. 
□ His daughter and son in-law 
were with him at the time of bis 
death. He had been out only once 
since his arrival here at the begin- 
ning of last month. 

The ex-President's body was 
embalmed this afternoon and the 
remain will be placed in a vault 
pending funeral arrangements. 

Application will be made to the 
British government for authority 
to transport the remains to the 
Trausvaal. 

In the meantime, they will be 
temporarily interred here. 

Mr. Kruger. whose full name was 
Stephen J. Paul, was born at 
Raslenburg, ( ape Colony, in 1825 
The story of Oom Paul Kruger, as 
written by himself, begins with a 
chapter headed "Homeless."

From his, earliest days his coun- 
try was embroiled with Kogla 
which absorbed Cape Colony, and 
drove them north from the country 
The Boers emigrated across the 
Vaal, where they set up a republic.

LANDS OF THIS RESERVATION TO 
BE OPENED FOR SETTLEMENT. 

Is Poor Agricultural Land, But Good 
for Stock Raising— Largest 
Indian Reservation in 

The Rosebud Indian reservation, 
which by proclamation of the presi- 
dent, Is 10 be thrown open to white set- 
tlement on August 8 at nine a. m . Is 

part of the great Sioux reservatioi 
(lie Dakota* This reservation is made 
up of the Cheyenne river. Cow creek 
and Lower Brule. Tine Ridge, Rosebud 
and Standing Rork agencies and In- 
titules 33.739 square miles of territory, 
or over 20.0O0.UO0 acres. Of this vast 
trn< t. inhabited by over 20.000 Indians 
el the different tribes, the Rosebud 
agency embraces 3,228,000 acres, and 
is by far tbe largest single reservation 
in tbe country. It Is situated In South 
Dakota and its southern borders rest 
on Nebraska, while the White river 
marks the northern boundary, and 
from east to west It extends from the 
Missouri river to the Pine Ridge 
agency. 

Like most of the other South Da- 
kota Indian reservations, the Rosebud

reservation is purely a stock-raising- 
country. The lands have been allotted 
to the Indians as grazing land and the 
number of allotments- so far is 3,189. 
The attempt to raise crops has been 
made but has proved practically a fail- 
ure and has for this reason been almost 
entirely abandoned. The soil Is of an 
alkali nature, and the frequent and 
long droughts make it almost Impossi- 
ble to bring any kind of a crop to ma- 
turity. A few Indians plant small gar- 
den patches in the damp ground adja- 
cent to the streams, but the only thing 
that proves profitable is stockralslcg. 

The Indians possess about 20,000 
beau of cattle. Trey supply tne gov- 
ernment with a quantity of fresh beef. 
In one year it amounting to 1,386,000 

pounds, valued at » In addition 

they ship an average of about 1,000 
bead of cattle to the eastern markets 
each year. This brings in about *35,- 

000 more, and the other sources of 
earnings of the Indians are from wood 
con) ran* about 13,000, hay $2,000 and 

1 night ing supplies more than $10,000. 

The reservation has been more or 
less troubled by tbe trespassing of 
Stock of the ranchmen in the country 
adjsient to the reservation In 1899 
a special effort was made to rid the 
Indians' land of these depredating 
herds, and about 8,1)00 head of live 
stock was driven out, but It is probable 
that since that year it has all, and 
more, drilled back. 

There is a general tendency among 
tbe Indians of the reservation to tu- 
berculosis, but aside from this their 
health' is good. In view of the great 
extent cf the reservation and tbe large 
population, the force of physicians Is 
small The deaths outnumber the 
births, In on« year the former being 
154 and the latter 124. 

The effort to educate the Indians is 
Indicated by the number of schools on 
the reservation, there being 19 day 
schools and three boarding schools, 
one of which is maintained by tbe 
government ai.d the other two being 
under control of missionary societies. 
The boarding schools report an average 
attendant e cf 184 at tbe government 
school, and 20C and 90 at the other 
two schools. The average attendance 
{upon the day schools Is 24, and 893 
scholars have attended the schools thus 
far. All these schools are doing good 
work and greatly assisting in tbe prog- 
ress of the people to civilization. 

In tbe president's proclamation 
throwing open these lands for settle- 
ment, tbe provision is made that the 
lands shall be entered under the gen- 
eral provisions of the homestead and 
towns, :« laws, and all the entries un- 
der the homestead law are to be made 
in person, except in the case of ex-sol- 
diers and ex-tailors, who may employ 
an agent The entries under the home- 
stead law will be permitted at the rate 
of 100 per day from the day of open- 
ing. August 8. Persous desiring to es- 
tablish townsites on the reservation 
will be permitted to make application 
at any time before the opening, and 
their applications will be passed upon 
by the commissioner of the general 
land office. It is hardly to be expect- 
ed that there will be the rush for tHe 
lands of the Rosebud reservation as 
there has been when other reservations 
which were more valuable as agricul- 
tural lands have been opened for set- 
tlement, but that hundreds will avail 
themselves o! the opportunity offered 
by tbe opening of this reservation to 
obtain free land is certain.
